DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the transverse d3i strain axis" in line 8. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 2-18, depending from claim 1, inherit the indefiniteness thereof. 

Minor informalities noted 

In the Claims 

In claim 8: line 2, "structures" should be - structure --. 
In the Disclosure 

Page 8: lines 9 and 16, numeral "16" represents two different elements, one of 
which is an actuator and the other, an electrode; and line 22, the phrase "there is 
expansion axis" should be changed to read - there is an expansion along axis -. 

Page 9: line 2, numeral "32" is not seen illustrated in Fig. 1. 

In the Drawings 

In Fig. 1: numeral "32" should be illustrated; numeral "16" appears to represent 
two different elements. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 2-18 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35

limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The present invention contains allowable subject matter. Such a subject matter is 
the improvement over the device of the prior art Figs. 1 and 2 illustrated in the present 
application.
